* The decision of the Missouri supreme 
court just handed down concerning “ d ry 
íáw 
violation ca ses/' is, as we see it, 
one of the most ridiculous that has ever 
come down from as brainy a set of men 
as make up our supreme court, and the 
decision was 
written 
by 
possibly the 
brainiest one of the judges. 
While the decision is very ^technical, it 
Is very sweeping in its effect. 
•The decision came about, and was in 
the case of “ Bill" 
Kroeger, 
known to 
most every body in Sedalia, who had been 
convicted of selling “ corn whiskey " and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for a term 
of two y ears. 
He appealed to the su­ 
preme court and that body sent the case 
bfick for another trial, declaring the evi­ 
dence was not sufficiently clear as to 
t ie sale of “ corn 
whiskey " 
for 
which 
Kroeger had been convicted. 
• It seems that y ears ago the illegal, sale 
of all sorts of liquor was only a misde­ 
meanor subject to a jail sentence or pos­ 
sibly a fine. 
: Several 
y ears 
ago 
one of our smart 
legislatures; and 
we 
have 
had 
some 
bnght and shining bodies sitting as law 
makers for Missouri citizens— the present 
ope is especially shiny — made it a felony 
i q sell “ hootch," moonshine or com whis­ 
key , punishable with a term in the state 
pènitentiary . 
# J udge R. F. Walker dissented from the 
décision of the other judges declaring the 
ruling was too narrow and technical and 
in Kroeger’s case this judge contended 
that the case was complete and its moral 
effect as damning as if the proof had 
been made that the liquor sold was actual 
cjrn whiskey . 
The J udge cited numerous 
farmer decisions of the court to sustain 
his contention.

^“ Hootch" is a coined word, not in the 
dictionary , but we all know that it refers 
to a low quality of whiskey . 
Webster's 
dictionary gives as one of the meanings of 
“ moonshine" “ illicit distilling of whiskey " 
and we all know what “ com whiskey " is. 
■Common usage has 
made 
the 
three 
tçrms covered by the 19 23 law “ Hootch," 
“ pioonshine" and “ com whiskey " to mean 
o le and the same thing— whiskey of some 
sort. 
I This decision of the supreme court is 
a J ia rd lick on prohibition enforcement in 
Missouri ; for a bootlegger can sell all the 
i^ isk ey he chooses and take his chance 
on a ja il sentence or a fine, for the prose­ 
cutor has to show that it was “ hootch," 
wiiich means nothing, or that the whiskey 
was made illicitly , or that it was actually 
made out of corn before he can get a 
penitentiary sentence. 
^ Steps should at once be taken to induce 
tSis legislature to change the liquor laws, 
s# that they will be in favor of the people, 
instead of the bootlegger.

THE FASTEST TRANSCONTINENTAL 
FUGHT 
Capt. Frank M. Hawks’ non-stop flight 
from Los Angeles to Long Island would 
have been a notable performance under 
the best of circumstances. 
He covered 
approx imately 2,700 miles in 18 hours 
and 22 minutes, bettering by 36 minutes 
the record of Arthur Goebel last August. 
But whereas Goebel had the benefit of a 
short night and fairly clear skies, Capt. 
Hawks had 12 hours of darkness or twi­ 
light, and storms fprced him practically 
the whole way to fly high above a floor 
cf clouds, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch as­ 
serts. 
He lost sight of land in New Mex i­ 
co ; his nex t view of it was in what be be­ 
lieves to have been West Virginia. Riding 
for the most part 14,000 or 15,000 feet 
up, he crossed the continent half blind. 
Since the Lockheed-Vega monoplanes 
used by Hawks and 
Goebel 
have both 
boasted a max imum speed of 175 to 180 
miles, it should theoretically be possible 
to fross the continent in 15 or 16 hours. 
But it is probably that for some time to 
come the record will be reduced with dif­ 
ficulty . 
Lieut. Maughan in his dawn-to- 
dusk flight cut about five hours from the 
Kelly -Macready flight of 19 23. 
Arthur 
Goebel’s flight cut about two hours and 
50 minutes f.*om the 
Maughan 
record. 
The Maughan 
trip 
involved 
repeated 
stops. 
Now we have two non-stop mono­ 
plane flights which have come close to
